The Afghan sardars at an account of the Afghan sardurs 
Lahore. who emigrated from Kabul with the 
British troops and are at present living at Lahore, from the 
Civil and Military Gazette, and remarks :—The reader will 
perceive from the above how far the observations made by 
us in our issue of the 9th October, under the heading The 
Lahore Darbar, regarding the Afghan emigrants, are true. 
They have lost all their property in the service of the Govern- 
ment, and have consequently good claims upon its generosity. 
Sardar Wali Muhammad Khan is the chief man of note 
among them. Looking at the important services rendered 
by him to Government, his demand for the bestowal of Kur- 
rum upon him does not seem to be unreasonable. In our 
opinion Wali Muhammad and Rajab Khan should be ap- 
pointed rulers of Kandahar and Kurrum respectively. 

The Patiala Akhbar of the 18th October, in an article 
headed Kandahar,” states that as long 
as the Government keeps British 
troops in any.part ef Afghanistan, even though its motives 
are good, the Afghan war, into which the Government unne- 
cessarily entered, will never come to an end.

they had to fight against the Russians, Germans, Persians, — 


Servians, Montenegrins, &. The brave Turkish soldiers were 
tired of killing the enemy. In one battle they killed as many 
as one and a quarter lakhs of Russians. But it is to 
be regretted that no one appreciated their bravery. In 
accordance with the wishes of the European powers, England, 

who is an old friend of Turkey, has induced the Sultan to 
surrender Dulcigno to Montenegro. Had not England inter- 
fered, he would never have done it. 


NATIVE STATES. 


The Urdu Akhbdr (published in Marathi at Akola) of the 
23rd October in an article on the Chota 
_  Qdeypur case, gives the substance of 
the statement made in court by Chandra Singh, the accused, 
and of the address of Mr. Branson, the counsel for the 
defence, to court, and remarks that it remains to be seen what 
conclusion Mr. Birdwood arrives at, It appears from the 
Bombay Gazette that Mr. Birdwood will send a confidential 
report to the Bombay Government. He was appointed to 
enquire into the case, and he will undoubtedly report the 
result of his enquiries to Government. But it should be 
observed that Godra is an independent State, and is situated 
in Baroda territory. Moreover, both the Baroda and Godra 
States have full criminal powers. The unnecessary encroach- 
ment made upon their powers by the Government has excited 
doubts and fears in the minds of all the native chiefs of —

The Dabir- i-Hind (Allahabad) of the 23rd October quotes 
an extract from the remarks made by 

the Pioneer in its issue of the 15th 
October on the Chota Odeypur case, and remarks that there 
is no doubt that all persons are equal before the law. Look- 
ing at the Western ideas of justice, we readily confess that the 
Western people love justice, and the natives will not disapprove 
of the Government interference in the case in question, if 
it is decided according to law. But it is to be regretted that 
European Judges sometimes do not hesitate to act knowingly 
in opposition to law, This is the reason why the natives are 
not satisfied with their administration of justice, and Chandra 
Singh is quite right in refusing to recognise any jurisdiction 
but that of his father. No European offender would consent 
to be tried by a Native Judge. Similarly Chandra Singh does 
not like to be tried by a European, probably becauze he is 
already aware as to what will be his judgment. 


The Kdrndmah (Lucknow) of the 25th October refers to 
the charge which has been brought 
against Chandra Singh and to his trial 
by Mr. Birdwood, and remarks that it remains to be seen 
whether he will be acquitted or convicted. The Government 
contends that the native chiefs are allowed ta remain inde- 
pendent in order that they should promote the ease and 
comfort of their subjects and protect the weak against the 
strong, and not in order that they should oppress the people. 
If the Raja of Chota Odeypur had enquired into the case in 
question, the Government would not have probably interfered, 
His neglect rendered Government interference indispensable. 


The Mihir-i-Nimroz (Bijnor) of the 23nd October states 
that an incident has lately occurred in 
Chota Odeypur, a small independent 
native state in the Bombay Presidency, which is being warmly 
diseussed by the Anglo-Indian Press.

GENERAL ADMINISTRATION.

ly not attained when the offender is put to death. There is 
no doubt that murder is a grave offence, but.a private indi- 
vidual seems to be as much justified in killing another for 
his own benefit as a king is in killing thousands of men by 
waging war against another king for the benefit of his king- 
dom. Moreover, it should be observed that there are some 
offences, such as backbiting, treachery, &., which have led 
to the ruin of thousands of high families and kingdoms, and 
which are consequently worse than murder. Imprisonment 
with hard labour for some years would be quite sufficient 
for these offences as well as for murder, because it is more 
deterrent than hanging or transportation for life. 


The Punjabt Akhbdr (Lahore) of the 2nd October states 
that the Hindus of Lahore have pre- 
pared a memorial in regard to Munshi 
Indarman’s case which will be presented to His Excellency 
the Viceroy, and advises both the Hindus and Musalmans 
to settle the matter amicably even now, because if they persist

The result of this is that when the doors are opened they rush 
in haste towards the carriages lest they should be left behind, 
aud all of them get inte a few carriages that stand near the 
room in which they were shut up, even though there is not 
sufficient room in those carriages, and some carriages remain 
entirely empty at either end of the train. This rush sometimes 
leads to quarrels among the passengers. There seems to be 
no reason why the native passengers should not be allowed to 
take their seats as soon as they have got their tickets and the 
train by which they are to go has arrived.

The following is an extract from the Berar Samdchdr of Circulation, 
the 25th October :—“ The fall of rain es. 
during the week was very opportune, as 
the kharif sowings were in some parts getting stunted. It has, 
moreover, changed the appearance of the grass crop, which a 
few days ago was in a withered condition. The water supply 
is still very scanty in wells and it is feared that the want of good 
potable water will be keenly felt in the next hot season. Already 
a scramble is made to the few wells which supply drinking 
water, and the few wells owned by private individuals are in- 
vaded at night by bhistis, There are many wells in Akola, 


Scarcity of water at Akola. 
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but the majority of them fail in the hot weather. It would 
be advisable to deepen all existing wells. The Akola river 
has been dammed to secure drinking water, but at the best 
of times river water is never wholesome, and the damming 
process impounds a volume of water which in course of time 
becomes stagnant, putrid, and unwholesome, and is there- 
fore not so desirable when the want of water is felt all 
over the land. The market prices of edible grain have run 
down rapidly, and farmers are preparing for the rabi culti- 
vation. The outturn of the kharif will be a very varied 
one, from a four-anna one to a one-rupee crop.”
